A prank at Prior Lake High predicted 
a degenerate in the making 



Before Ben Sloan, 21, was arrested for molesting a woman on the University of 
Minnesota campus, he was joking about “vagina inspections” at Prior Lake High School. 


T he 21-year-old Twin Cities man 
accused of rape-y behavior on 
the University of Minnesota 
campus has a bit of a history 
with rape-y jokes. 

Indeed, a notorious prank Ben Sloan 
pulled during his time at Prior Lake High 
School predicted with alarming accu¬ 
racy the crimes he’s been charged with, 
following a night drinking at Sally’s Bar 
and Restaurant on Washington Avenue. 

Charges filed in Hennepin County say 
Sloan sat down uninvited next to a young 
woman at Sally’s, while Sloan’s friend 
took another seat at the booth, next to 
the woman’s friend. 

Sloan quickly tried putting some creepy 
moves on her. ‘T want to marry you and 
[expletive] you,” Sloan told the 22-year-old. 

He repeatedly put his arm around the 
victim, pawed at her breasts against her 


will, and finally put his hand down her 
pants and molested her. The woman said 
“no” to Sloan multiple times throughout 
the assault, and finally left. 

Because Sloan had given her his name, 
she was later able to look him up, and 
contacted a friend who attends the same 
college. (His current school is not listed 
in the complaint.) 

Sloan tried using the woman’s friend 
to get in touch with his victim, saying his 
behavior was out of character and had 
made him “sick to my stomach thinking 
about this.” He said he wanted to “sincerely 
apologize” to the woman. 

But Sloan would sing a different tune 
when interviewed by police, telling them 
he might’ve touched the woman’s breasts 
by accident, if an 5 Thing happened at all. 

A DNA test of the waistband of the 
woman’s pants matched Sloan. 


In 2014, Sloan was apparently a central 
figure in a high school prank that eerily 
echoes his current predicament. A let¬ 
ter circulated announcing a “mandatory 
vagina inspection” using the school’s offi¬ 
cial letterhead. The story eventually made 
the national news and was covered by 
BuzzFeed and Gawker. 

After the media storm blew over. Prior 
Lake students tweeted out a celebratory 


photo marked “#SeniorConfessions.” 
Standing at the center of the photo is Sloan, 
formerly found at the Twitter account 
@benI4sloan. As of Tuesday morning, 
the account was deleted. 

Sloan’s been charged with third-dgree 
criminal sexual assault, which carries amaxi- 
mum of 15 years in prison and/or a $30,000 
fine. He is currently out on bail pending a 
February 10 court hearing, - mike mullen

Parental Cleave 

How 35,000 state employees got paid family leave — for now 


round Stephanie Meyer’s office, 
a lot of employee conversations 
are disgusting. 

Meyer, an epidemiologist with 
the Minnesota Department of Health, is 
among the people called when someone 
wakes up violently expelling their dinner. 

Her biggest case in 16 years with the 
department was a2008-09 salmonella out¬ 
break, which killed three nursing home 
patients before researchers traced the bug 
to a badly run peanut plant in Georgia. 

But one recent chat with a colleague left 
them both feeling pretty good. 

He’d just returned to work after tak¬ 
ing time off to spend with his new baby. 
Between family leave, vacation, and the 
holidays, he’d been home with his wife for 
two months. “I didn’t realize how much 
that time would mean to me,” he said. 

His gushing meant a lot. Meyer is eight 
months pregnant with her fourth child. 

After each of her three previous preg¬ 
nancies, Meyer took the 12-week unpaid 
leave mandated by the federal Family and 
Medical Leave Act (FMLA). She considers 
herself “really lucky.” She could afford to 
skip paychecks, thanks to her husband’s 
“great job” in IT. When the family had three 
kids in part-time daycare simultaneously, 
they were spending $3,000 a month, a dev¬ 
astating bill for someone who just went 
three months without a paycheck. 

“I don’t know how people do it with¬ 
out having family members living nearby,” 
Meyer says. “It’s really stressful.” 

This time, Meyer’s much less stressed. 
She’s getting six weeks paid time, mak¬ 
ing her among the first state employees 
to take advantage of a new benefit. And 
maybe the last. 


The six-week benefit had been atop pri¬ 
ority of young members of the Association 
of Federal, State, County and Municipal 
Employees (AFSCME) and the Minne¬ 
sota Association of Professional Employ¬ 
ees (MAPE) going into the unions’ last 
contract negotiations with the state. Gov. 
Mark Dayton offered 2.5 percent raises, but

hedged on family leave, instead agreeing 
to have a task force look into it. 

The unions took this as a pronouncement 
of the issue’s death by study. 

Then a very strange thing happened. 
For perhaps the first time in the history 
of government, a task force was actually 
productive. It turns out women employees 
age 18 to 44 were leaving state jobs at double 
the turnover rate of other employees. 

They were often leaving for local gov¬ 
ernment, which was more family-friendly. 
Minneapolis and Hennepin County already 
offered three weeks paid leave. St. Paul 
gives moms a month, plus two weeks to 
all other parents. 

At six weeks fully paid, Minnesota Man¬ 
agement and Budget (MMB) projected the 


change to cost $2 million a year — which 
might be offset by the high price of turnover 
among young women. 

“The largest expenses of a big enterprise 
are people that do the work, and there’s a 
high cost when those people leave to take 
other jobs because they’re not happy,” says 
Lt. Gov. Tina Smith. “That’s why so many 
of Minnesota’s most highly respected cor¬ 
porations already provide this benefit, like 
Target and General Mills.” 

And 3M, which last week rolled out 
a lO-week paid leave benefit for all new 
parents. 

The dual arguments of economics and 
fairness convinced Da54on, who agreed to 
add the benefit. The union contracts were 
already done, so the six-week leave was 
tacked-on in a “memorandum of under¬ 
standing.” It’s the kind of phrase that makes 
most stop paying attention... unless their 
ears are trained to be suspicious of unions, 
in which case they perk right up. 

When a subcommittee on employee rela¬ 
tions met in mid-November, lawmakers 
peppered MMB deputy commissioner 
Eric Hallstrom with questions. Rep. Steve 
Drazkowski (R-Mazeppa) suggested the 
deal was illegal. 

To conservatives, it looked like the gov¬ 
ernor cut a corrupt deal with his union 
buddies. 

‘Tou’re straddling a creek,” Drazkowski 
said, “and there’s swamp on both sides. And 
somebody’s draining that swamp right now.” 

Rep. Sarah Anderson (R-Plymouth), who 
chairs the Government Finance Committee, 
has “serious questions” about the way this 
went down. By focusing on those ques¬ 
tions, she elides a more basic one: Should 
moms and dads who work for Minnesota

get paid time off? 

“[Dayton] will have to show what pro¬ 
gramming he is looking to exchange, or 
sacrifice, in order to do this instead,” says 
Anderson. 

She might do well to consult one of her 
constituents, Margi Scott, who recently 
launched the website Take 12, a reference 
to the 12 weeks of unpaid leave required 
under FMLA. It’s where moms who can’t 
afford it tell their tales of high-wire bal¬ 
ancing acts to make ends meet and throw 
themselves on the mercy of the internet. 

It’s where state employees will be forced 
to turn if Republicans chose to kill the 
provision. 

Anderson’s actually a fan of family 
leave — at least in the private sector. She 
authored a bill to give a tax credit to busi¬ 
nesses offering it to employees. It’s sup¬ 
posed to encourage businesses who don’t 
believe they can afford it. 

The state of Minnesota can. We’ve got a 
$ 1.4 billion surplus. If we can’t find less than 
a half of a percent of it to keep people like 
Stephanie Meyer happy, we don’t deserve 
them in the first place. 03

T he extraordinary shot 
was launched from 
inches outside the 
three-point line, dead 
center.

Jones. 

He fell on his back as the ball dropped 
effortlessly through the hoop, then 
scrambled in transition. The 2015 NCAA 
Championship game was on the line. 

“How ’bout this kid!” CBS announcer 
Jim Nantz raved. 

There was 4:08 left. The Wisconsin 
Badgers had been in control for most of 
it. But the Duke Blue Devils freshman 
was wresting authority away. 

In attendance at Lucas Oil Stadium that 
evening was Tyus’ mom, Debbie Jones. 
The paralegal was a point guard herself 
in high school, part of the North Dakota 
state champ Devils Lake Satans. That her 
son would also play for a Mephistopheles- 
inspired team could only be described 
as serendipitous. 

Debbie is a woman of striking confi¬ 
dence. But on this night, all composure 
would be put aside. 

“He had hit some tough shots through¬ 
out the year and even in that game,” she 
says. “But when he hit that shot, it was 
so emotional. We were jumping and 
hugging and yelling and screaming. It 
was pure joy.” 

As the final seconds ticked away, Duke 
became national champions. Tyus was 
named the tournament’s outstanding 
player. He would soon declare himself 
for the draft. 

Though his single year at Duke was 
a downpour of laurels, his viability as 
an NBA point guard would be a topic 
of much speculation.

TYUS HAS SPENT the better part of his 
life under the microscope of basketball 
wonks in search of the Next Big Thing. 
Despite the ceaseless attention, there 
remains a disarming humility about him. 

Yes, he may have entertained thoughts 
of playing in the NBA while still in the 
seventh grade, but one discerns no hubris, 
just a gracious and affable sincerity rarely 
seen in a man of 20. 

He is the second of Debbie’s three sons, 
bookended by the younger Tre and the 
older Jadee. Jadee serves as his brothers’ 
trainer in all things basketball. 

Ball-handling skills are the calling card 
of an NBA point guard, and the Jones 
brothers work tirelessly at dribbling 
and shooting — mostly from outside the 
perimeter. In the offseason, they work 
mornings and afternoons, focusing on 
poise and control of the basketball. 

‘They were at it at 6 a.m. this morning,” 
says Debbie. “It’s definitely a family affair.” 

Tre is something of a gem in his own 
right. Like Tyus before him, he is a point 
guard at Apple Valley. He won’t gradu¬ 
ate until 2018, but he’s already fielding 
scholarship offers from Duke, Arizona, 
Baylor, and the University of Minnesota. 
He is a dangerous shooter from beyond the 
paint, not afraid to rush the rim, sacrific¬ 
ing his body against those much bigger. 

Apple Valley High sits on Hayes Road. 
This is where an eighth-grade Tyus ran 
a basketball team of boys some five years 
his senior. 

Coach Zach Goring first saw Tyus as

a second grader playing a few grades 
up in the Valley Athletic Association. 
“What really stuck out to me was his 
understanding of the game at such a 
young age,” says Goring. 

Tyus displayed an exceptional ability 
to see the court as his own personal play¬ 
ground. He honed his outside shooting.

worked on his inside game, and was a 
perpetual nuisance to opposing defenders. 

He’s fast and frenetic, marching up 
the court with seeming nonchalance, 
only to rush the defense. His energy and 
intensity makes coffee nervous. 

Goring would later discover much 
more. “I’ve never seen an 3 Thinglike him 
in high school. I don’t think we ever will. 
Besides being incredibly gifted on the

basketball floor, he handled himself with 
such maturity that people just gravitated 
toward him.” 

In class, lyus maintained a steady diet 
of A’s and B’s. “Anytime you walk the 
halls of Apple Valley and lyus’ name gets 
brought up, the first thing that comes up 
from other teachers and staff is respect,” 
says assistant coach Greg Olson. “He was 
a leader and always did the right thing 
in classes and in the school.” 

In his five years at Apple Valley, Tyus 
led the Eagles to a 120-27 record. 

It was a heady journey, played before 
capacity crowds. “No matter where we 
went — on the road, at home, neutral 
site, and Christmas tournaments — every 
gymnasium that Tyus Jones played at 
was packed,” says Olson. 

ESPN came calling in 2013, televising 
to the nation a game that pitted Apple 
Valley against Chicago’s Whitney Young, 
which was led by Jahlil Okafor. Though 
Whitney won by 10, Tyus had 29 points 
and 7 assists. 

“The fact that it was the first high 
school basketball game in Minnesota 
history to be broadcast on ESPN, it was a 
huge deal for our school and Minnesota 
fans in general,” recalls T3njis. 

DUKE COACH Mike Krzyzewski arrived 
in Apple Valley in 2014. At the time, he 
had four NCAA championships under 
his belt, and was shooting for his fifth. 

Tyus saw Duke as a small enough col¬ 
lege to learn, while still playing basketball

at the highest level. The fact that students 
and professors treated him no differently 
was a bonus. 

On the court, the Blue Devils were 
predictably dominant. The “Les Diables 
Bleus” — their French name dating back 
to World War I — began the season on a 
14-0 run. They played 12 NCAA tourna¬ 
ment teams from the previous year and 
finished with a 15-3 conference record, 
ranking in the Top 5 the entire season. 

Tyus ran the point with aplomb. The 
brazen and steady attack he mastered in 
high school transferred to college as he 
fed the ball to standouts Jahlil Okafor 
and Justice Winslow. He also made the 
ACC-All Academic Team. 

After the storied season, Tyus and 
Okafor declared for the NBA draft. 

In the preceding weeks, Timberwolves 
head coach and president Flip Saunders 
made the rounds on local radio, fielding 
questions about whether to take Okafor 
or Kentucky star Karl-Anthony Towns 
should the basketball gods give the Wolves 
the first pick in the lottery. 

But there was an undercurrent of think¬ 
ing, a chance that the Wolves might also 
maneuver to land Tyus. 

“I was at Target Center for draft day,” 
says KSTP radio host Judd Zulgad. “There 
was a big buzz that Flip was going to 
trade for Tyus.”

And indeed he did. 

Flip orchestrated a trade with Cleve¬ 
land. It was late in the day, quick, and 
simply done. The Cavaliers used their No. 
24 first-round pick to acquire lyus, and 
then traded him to the Timberwolves. 
In return, the Cavs received Minnesota’s 
No. 32 and 36 picks, as well as a future 
second-rounder. 

The Jones family was only blocks 
away from the Target Center, holding 
their draft party at Bar 508. Flip showed 
up after the draft was finished. ‘We all 
celebrated and hugged — lyus. Flip, and 
I. It was true jubilation,” says Debbie. 

But that spring. Flip was diagnosed with 
Hodgkin’s L 5 miphoma. It was thought to 
be treatable. Kansas City Chiefs safety 
Eric Berry was back on the field eight 
months after being diagnosed with the 
same condition. The thinking around 
Target Center was that Flip would once 
again take the reins of the team after an 
absence for recovery. 

On a fall Sunday in late October, most 
of sporting Minnesota was watching the 
Vikings have their way with Detroit. Then 
Twitter exploded. Flip Saunders was dead. 

The first game of the season was just 
three days away. Tyus was at the prac¬ 
tice facility when he heard the news. 
The fact that Saunders had taken a keen 
interest in his development was not lost 


on him. He was shocked. “That’s a day 
I will never forget.” 

His patron was gone. Tyus would now 
have to forge a career on his own. 

The NBA traffics in the business of 
height. At 6-foot-l, Tyus falls short of the 
mean, but you wouldn’t know it by the 
way he conducts himself on the Target 
Center wood. What he lacks in experi¬ 
ence he makes for with an innate and 
natural sense to lead. 


Unless you are a surefire NBA starter 
out of the gate, leaving college after 
a single year is a risky undertaking. 


“His ability to direct and lead and 
always know where the ball should go 
is uncanny,” says Karl Anthony-Towns. 
“Not just for a young player, but for any 
player. It’s something that not a lot of 
people possess in their skill set. It’s 


something he was born with and was 
gifted with that.” 

Last season started out as expected, at 
once fun and disappointing. Tyus played 
in just two games early on, registering a 
total of 14 minutes before being assigned 
to the Idaho Stampede of the NBA Devel¬ 
opment League. 

He took the demotion as a challenge, 
averaging 24.7 points, 3.9 rebounds, and 
5 assists. 

“He handled it the exact right way,” says 
WCCO play-by-play voice Alan Horton. 
“You look at it as an opportunity. You go 
down there, you’ve got a job. It’s to get 
playing time. It’s to play hard. I think he 
handled it great.” 

The Wolves called him back to Min¬ 
neapolis just a few days before Christ¬ 
mas. But his dry spell of seeing the court 
continued. It wasn’t until March, when 
injuries blew through the roster, that 
Tyus logged double-digit minutes. 

In early April, the Timberwolves were 
on a western road trip, playing Golden 
State. Minnesota was down by 17 points 
at one point, but all that changed in the 
third quarter. The Tyus-led second unit 
went on a tear. They ended up with a 
124-117 win in overtime. Tyus posted 7 
points, 5 assists, and a steal. 

“Even though he was an elite player in 
college, when you move to that next level

it is an adjustment,” Horton says. ‘'Espe¬ 
cially in the point guard spot, because 
you are the quarterback, you're running 
the show.” 

Unless you are a surefire NBA starter 
out of the gate, leaving college after a 
single year is a risky undertaking. Youth 
is your enemy. So is a lack of physical 
development. The game is faster, defend¬ 
ers bigger. And Tyus' lack of minutes last 
season put him behind in a substantial 
way. 

NBA writers are intrigued, but there 
are questions. 

‘T do think he will be viable, as a solid 
backup at the very least,” says Chris 
Dempsey of the Denver Post. “Needs 
to improve shooting for sure. But he’s 
got the big game makeup to be a success. 
I’m sure his size will be used against him 
and it will come into play as he tries to 
defend bigger point guards.” 

The Timberwolves apparently har¬ 
bored the same reservations. With 
their first pick of the draft, they took 
yet another point guard, Kris Dunn. 
Known for his defense, the older Dunn 
has already grown into his body. 

“It’s not an indictment of [Jones’] abil¬ 
ity,” says Dave Sinykin, co-host of KFAN’s 
In the Zone. “It feels like the first few 
years of his NBA career are serving as 
the rest of his college career. He needs 
to get stronger and improve his defense 
and outside shooting.” 

Erik Gunderson, who covers the Port¬ 
land Trailblazers for the Columbian, 
echoes the concern. “From what I’ve 
seen, he could be a good backup point 
guard. Size presents some limitations.” 

The Timberwolves’ 2015-16 season was 
an anomaly. Flip died. The two No. 1 draft 
picks, Karl Anthony Towns and Andrew 
Wiggins, shined during a season of lost 
causes. Head Coach Sam Mitchell was

put in the unenviable position of replacing 
Flip. Kevin Garnett was a non-factor as a 
player, and Nikola Pekovic was injured. 
But there was still hope. 

After the season, owner Glen Taylor 
relieved Mitchell of his duties. Taylor 
seemed to recognize that the abundance 
of young talent made the Wolves coach¬ 
ing job arguably the most desirable in 
the NBA. 

Enter Tom Thibodeau, who led the 
Chicago Bulls to a 255-139 record in his 
five-year tenure. 

THE NBA SUMMER League is like a 
college All-American tournament 2.0. 
Upcoming stars and younger players 
compete with a sprinkling of tenured 
pros. 

Dunn suffered a concussion early on; 
the point guard baton was handed to 
Tyus. He didn’t disappoint. 

He led the Wolves to the champion¬ 
ship game against Chicago, averaging 
20.4 points and 6.3 assists. It ended in a 
loss, but Tyus once again found himself 
making an off-balance three-pointer with 
just seconds to go, sending the game into 
overtime. He was named the tourney’s 
MVP. 

The Wolves are currently one of only 
nine NBA teams carrying three point 
guards. So far, the minutes have largely 
gone to Ricky Rubio and Dunn. 

Tyus has been an afterthought, playing 
reasonably well for a backup when given 
the chance, then relegated back to the 
bench. Nearly two years after winning 
the national title with Duke, the same 
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questions remain. 

“I think he has the smarts, instincts, 
and feel to be a very good point guard in 
the league for a very longtime,” says Jon 
Krawczynski, who covers the NBA for 
the Associated Press. “The only question 
will be if his body matures physically 
enough so he doesn’t get overwhelmed 
on a night-in, night-out basis against guys 
like Russell Westbrook, Chris Paul, and 
John Wall. If the physical side of things

ever catches up with the mental part 
of his game, he will be in great shape.” 

But what also must change is his situa¬ 
tion with the Wolves. Thibodeau is noto¬ 
riously Spartan with his substitutions, 
preferring to ride starters until they drop. 
With Dunn and Rubio ahead of him, 
Tyus’ likely prospects for playing time 
seem to come only from injury or trade. 

Rubio’s name has been bandied in trade 
rumors since the draft. Dunn’s arrival 
wasn’t by happenstance. 

“He’s the kind of guy that fits 
Thibodeau,” says Jerry Zgoda, who covers 
the Timberwolves for the Star Tribune. 
“A defensive, really quick guard. Some in 
the league had Dunn rated one or two; 
the draft loved him. I think Thibodeau 
was one of those guys.” 

Meanwhile, Tyus’ Summer League 
performance pricked the ears of the 
basketball media, whose thinking was 
that he was on the trading block. 

The Wolves’ season has not gone as 
planned. Despite predictions they might 
rise to at least a .500 record this year, 
they’ve thus far been subjugated to the 
depths of the Western Conference. And 
Tyus has been left to make the most of 
what’s amounted to a front-row season 
ticket. 

Yet believers remain. 

“There is an argument to be made that 
Tyus has played the most consistent of 
any of the three point guards this season,” 
says Krawcz 3 mski. “He is the best shooter 
of the three and his feel for the game, 
instincts, and understanding of the NBA 
competition are all very impressive.” 

“One of the reasons Flip Saunders 
drafted him,” adds Zgoda, “is that he’d 
been watching him since he was 13 or 
14. He was a believer. Some guys are 
just born to be point guards. T 3 njis is one 
of them.” 03

Restaurant closings can be positive for diners, chefs, and good eating

C hef Sameh Wadi is roving the 
dining room of his restaurant 
Saffron, giving old friends and 
longtime regulars the face time 
they so desire. 

He’s armed with kind words and hugs, 
as well as a thick, black Sharpie marker. 
He pauses to cross off items at each 
table’s menu in between greetings and 
niceties. They’re out of the lamb brain 
and the gnocchi, the avocado crab. It’s 
the last time he’ll serve these dishes, this 
night or any. After a decade-long stay 
in downtown Minneapolis’ Warehouse 
District, Saffron will be shuttering its 
doors forever after this evening’s service. 

It’s good that the dishes are selling ’til 
gone. It will ensure that the chef doesn’t 
have an overflow of product, and that 
he can take care of his final payrolls and 
purveyor bills. It’s a bittersweet night 
to be sure. Wadi is still only in his early 
30s, having spent the bulk of his adult 
life in this building. But in that time he 
realized his dream, and now he’s got 
new ones to chase. 

“Saffron just had its best year ever,” 
he tells me on the eve of its closing. 
Exactly 10 years in, his lease was up, 
and he decided not to renew it. Why 
would he? Inside of that decade he’s 
opened four more successful businesses, 
including what is consistently the best 
local food truck in town. World Street 
Kitchen, plus a storefront by the same 
name, a gourmet ice cream shop called 
Milkjam, and a catering business. The 
diversification keeps him and his brother 
and partner, Saed Wadi, very busy, and 
keeps dining audiences excitedly engaged 
with what they might do next. 

Still, speculation arose that Saffron 
was closing for financial reasons. Not 
true. Wadi insisted. The dining room 
was crammed for that one last bite of 
avocado crab. It was delicious. 

Similar panicked rumors unfurled 
when chef Doug Flicker announced that 
his restaurant Piccolo, constantly on the 
top of local and national best-restaurant 
lists, would close at the beginning of this 
year. Flicker himself was not panicked. 
Not at all. 


“Piccolo has always been about 
change,” he told me from his new post 
at brand new restaurant Esker Grove in 
the Walker Art Center. 

When Piccolo opened seven years ago, 
there was nothing else like it in town. 
They were the first to offer tasting menus. 


and one of the first to boldly eschew the 
burger. They served tiny, two- or three- 
bite dishes in a tiny space. Piccolo is 
Italian for “small.” It was daring, different, 
even a little strange. It was what our town 
needed seven years ago. But perhaps 
not now. It was what Flicker needed 


to do back then. But not now. So he’s 
moving on. 

“Cameron [Cecchini, Flicker’s sous 
chef who will be taking over the space] 
really wants to open a restaurant there. 
That’s a good thing. I’ve already done 
that,” says Flicker. 

He explains that while Piccolo was 
and is an amazing restaurant, it was 
becoming “settled.” And while that may 
be the dream for some chefs, it is not his 
dream. He wants to be able to continually

evolve. When he took the executive chef 
position at Esker Grove, he knew it had 
to be altogether different from Piccolo. 
Seven years ago, everything was pork¬ 
centric this, offal meat that. What was 
the opposite? Vegetables. He knew he 
wanted to push vegetables onto center 
stage, even though it felt odd, unbalanced, 
and uncomfortable. 

“Good,” he thought. “That’s how I 
knew we were doing something right.” 

And overseeing things at Esker Grove is 
hardly his final project. He’s still running 
Sandcastle, his seasonal place on Lake 
Nokomis. He’s “absolutely” got other 
things up his sleeve, too, though he’s 
not telling what. Not just yet. 

Like much of the country, Minneapolis 
has experienced exponential restaurant 
growth in the past five years. There are 
about 30 percent more restaurants open 
in Minneapolis today than there were 
five years ago, and about 70 percent more 
than there were 15 years ago, according 
to city of Minneapolis licensing data. 
Some data suggests that our fair cities 
are the fastest growing for restaurant 
spending per capita in the U.S. 

Simultaneously, Americans spent more 
money in restaurants than in grocery 
stores for the first time in U.S. history

this past year. 

We love to love our restaurants. And 
as with anything we love, we hate to see 
them go away. Ever. 

Vincent Francoual, of the late, 
eponymous restaurant Vincent, 
understands the sentimentality. After 
15 years in business, he closed his doors 
in October of last year. It took him six 
months to return to the neighborhood 
cafe for a cup of 
coffee. It was just 
too sad. He still 
hears from regulars 
and others in the 
neighborhood 
that they miss 
the presence of 
his finer dining 
French culinary 
perspective. They, 
and he, mourn the 
restaurant. 

But like the other 
chefs I spoke to, 

Francoual says it was simply time to close, 
even though he could have stayed open. 

“We were doing OK [financially],” 
Francoual told me on the phone, his 
distinctive French accent coming through 
over the clatter of a professional kitchen. 
His central reason for closing was that 
he had become a father. 

“I had a baby. At a year and a half, I 
still didn’t know what time she went 
to bed,” Francoual says. He had a good 
offer from Cara Irish Pubs (the Local, 
Kieran’s, others) to become their culinary 
director, a job where he could have a 
more normal schedule and a family life. 

And after 15 years, he was getting a 
little burned out at Vincent. The pace 
kept up by a chef/owner could shave 
years off anyone’s life. Francoual is of 


two minds about it. It’s a crazy existence, 
and yet, some days he doesn’t know what 
to do without the adrenaline. 

These days, you can spy him on 
Facebook giving cooking lessons to his 
young daughter in between teasing some 
upcoming plans. “There is a new project 
we will look at,” he assures me. “I didn’t 
take the job to just be a culinary director 
forever.” Of course not. 

But for now, he’s 
at peace with his 
choice. And yes, 
shuttering Vincent 
was truly a life- 
altering decision. 
One that took him 
six months to make, 
not necessarily 
under the duress of 
financial pressures, 
but in the name 
of evolution, 
and change. And 
fatherhood. 

We’ve entered an era in which the 
dinner party is practically a relic of the 
past, in which each and every meal can 
be outsourced, and the people who cook 
our food are household names. Sometimes 
they even become our friends. Their 
restaurants are offshoots of our own 
homes. No wonder we’ve developed a 
fierce attachment to modern restaurants. 

The place that’s taking over the Piccolo 
space, called Tenant, is expected to be a 
casual spot with a changing five-course 
tasting menu, for which you can bring 
your own wine; a come-as-you are and 
eat like you’re in the home of a (talented) 
friend kind of place. The likes of which 
we’ve never seen around here. 

Sounds great. Sounds like just what 
we need. Right here, right now. 03

Nearly 20 years after the end of his 
namesake sitcom Seinfeld, the man 
remains a household name, his 
influence looming over any comedy 
series that derives laughs from patently 
unsympathetic characters. Rather 
than resting on his status, however, 
the 62-year-old Seinfeld endures as a 
comic sociologist, deriving humor from 
awkward social interactions and cultural 
habits, both on his irreverently informal 
web series.

FLOWER DRUM SONG

Once in danger of being discarded as a 
relic of culturally distorted stereotypes, 
Flower Drum Song has gone through 
a fascinating rehabilitation over the 
last 15 years.

The future is female in 20th Century IVomen, and so is the past

H OW we remember someone can 
eventually become more impor¬ 
tant than how that person really 
was. 

Reality softens into memory details blur, 
impressions linger. In Mike Mills’ semi- 
autobiographical 20f/2 Century Women, we 
see this through the lens of a teenage boy 
coming of age under the tutelage of his 
single mother, a modern matriarch living 
and loving in the late 1970s. 

Raising a 15-year-old son on her lonesome 
and increasingly at a loss as to how she 
might make him a “better man,” Dorothea 
(Annette Benin^ enlists the help of a lodger 
in her boarding house (Greta Gerwig) and 
the object of the boy’s affections (Elle 
Fanning). Second-wave feminist literature 
and Talking Heads records signify both 
the era and the Zeitgeist, assuring us that. 


at least culturally, the kid is in good hands 
as he learns about the world around him. 
The setting and vibe are pure California, 
all sea breezes and sunshine, but not Los 
Angeles—that’s where these Santa Barbara 
denizens drive for punk shows and other 
nights on the town. 

Mills explored similar thematic territory 
mBeginners, although there it was the father/ 
son dynamic between Christopher Plummer 
and Ewan McGregor. The writer/director 
makes these interactions feel fondly recalled 
and nostalgic without going so far as to 
view them through rose-tinted glasses. He 
is clearly aware that all emotions — not just 
the good ones — can feel stronger now than 
they did at the time. 

Much of this is accompanied by a semi¬ 
ambient score that sounds like something 
from a dream, at once vivid and hard to 
place, giving you the feeling that you’ve 
heard it before even if you’re not sure when 


or where. 20th Century Women itself is like 
that—it’s specific enough to be distinctive 
but hazy enough to reach you on a deep, 
visceral level. 

To say that Bening is resplendent is 
more or less redundant by now, but she 
really is. Enlightened but just as confused 
as the rest of us, her Dorothea is always 
looking for more answers and insights. As 
the other two women of the title. Fanning 
and Gerwig come into her orbit and form a 
bright constellation. “I’m taking a picture 
of ever 5 Thing that happens to me in a day,” 
Gerwig says after snapping a quick photo 
of the younger woman. “I don’t like having 
my picture taken,” responds Fanning. “I 
didn’t happen to you.” 

They’re the kind of lost souls who can 
only be found together, a familiar conceit 
that Mills and his ensemble (including Billy 
Crudup, at his best) make feel new and alive. 

But the ostensible protagonist, 15-year-

old Jamie (Lucas Jade Zumann), is the 
least compelling figure here. Everything 
he knows was passed on to him by the 
people around him, like he’s the sum of 
their shared knowledge with little of his 
own to offer. 

“My mom was born in 1924,” he tells 
us as Mills plays era-appropriate archival 
footage; this ends up being a through-line 
in the film, which tells us how each main 
character comes into the world as well as 
how they leave it. Hearing this in voiceover, 
and seeing glimpses of the people they’ll 
become, is as bittersweet as perusing a 
photo album filled with dearly departed 
loved ones — and not quite caring if they 
weren’t as lovely as they now seem all these 
years later. 03

F illing his house with TVs and 
VCRs, Michael Larson obsessively 
watched the ’80s game show Press 
Your Luck and discovered that the 
supposedly random prize board behaved 
in predictable ways that could be exploited 
by a disciplined contestant. Larson talked 
his way onto the show in 1984, hiding what 
he knew, and pulled off the game-show 
equivalent of counting cards at blackjack. 

Narrowly evading the game’s bank-bust¬ 
ing‘Vhammies,” Larson won $110,237, shat¬ 
tering the one-day record for game-show 
winnings. How he did it is afascinatingstory 
(there’s an informative documentary you 
can find on YouTube), but in the new Big 
Money, Sandbox Theatre wisely focuses 
instead on why he did it. Who was this 
man, and how did his story end? 

Not well, we discover, in a show that tracks 
the strange but true events of Larson’s life. 
The former ice cream man’s Press Your Luck 
triumph takes place at the end of the first 
act, giving the show a rise-and-fall trajec¬ 
tory as Larson later descends into scams 
that land him on the wrong side of the law. 

Directed by Theo Langason with Derek 
Lee Miller as project lead (a role akin to 
playwright and dramaturg in Sandbox’s 
collaborative process). Big Money is a fun, 
poignant journey through a strange Ameri¬ 
can life. Once again. Park Square’s Andy Boss 
Thrust Stage proves the perfect home for 
Sandbox’s physical, dance-influenced style. 

First-act flashbacks show us how Larson 
(Peter Heeringa) got his start selling candy 
bars at school, then advanced to banking 


and insurance fraud. Later, his marriage 
frays and he’s left on his own to try one get- 
rich-quick scheme after another — having 
successfully beat the system once, Larson 
is convinced he can do it again. 

The ensemble keeps the action flowing 
fluidly through one outrageous episode 
after another, while never losing sight of 
the human heart of this story. In a quiet 
moment, for example, Sarah Parker, playing 
Larson’s wife, explains how her character 
fell for this unlikely lover — how his energy 
and ambition were attractive, until they 
weren’t. The show ends with a fantasy 
return to the game-show format, starkly 
illustrating that Larson’s gift for strategy 
failed him when it came to his personal life. 

While it’s a highly satisfying evening of 
theater. Big Money is a case of the whole 
being greater than the sum of its parts. If 
more individual bits succeeded as well as 
Derek Meyer’s amusingly indifferent radio 
D J (presenter of yet another contest Larson 
tries to out-think) or Cortez Owens’ agent 
who flips his trench coat back so hard that 
it lands on top of his head, the show would 
rack up even bigger winnings. 

As it is. Big Money makes for a fascinating 
journey that follows an American antihero 
all the way from glory to the grave — or, as 
Press Your Luck host Peter Tomarken put 
it, ‘The ultimate whammy.” 03

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NO PAIN, NO GAINES 

Twin Cities rapper GainesFM smiles through hardship on his determined new EP 



GainesFM (literally) looks to Tupac.

G ainesFM sits, the iris of his 
left eye clouded red. Rivulets 
dribble down his lip from a gash 
on his nose, flesh swollen and 
yellowed with the iron of blood. Beneath 
the carnage, he smiles goofily, showing 
two gold teeth, his barely there moustache 
stretching between the uplifted corners 
of his mouth. 

The image is, of course, staged — a 
hyper-real promo piece created by pho¬ 
tographer Robert Henry and special effects 
makeup artist Nyasia Arredondo — but 
every pixel feels authentic. That’s why 
the shot was chosen as the cover of the 
Crystal, Minnesota-based MC’s new EP, 
Smile. On Smile, GainesFM exudes skinny- 
fisted, gritty resilience. Over nine tracks of 
visceral bombast, he raps like the type of 
dude who would take a sharp elbow to the 
eye socket, only to walk out of the mosh 
pit grinning like Ed Norton in Fight Club. 

‘'No matter what comes at you, you 
gotta keep moving, that was my energy,” 


GainesFM says of the EP. “You can’t let 
an 5 d;hing disturb your happiness. It’s the 
process of going through shit and, at the 
end, being somewhat happy and having 
this triumphant ride off.” 

If you look at the last year of GainesFM’s 
career, it’d be easy to assume he’s a brash 
upstart catching on quick. In early 2016, he 
dropped a cutting LP titled Reanimation. 
Come March, he found himself opening 
for 20-year-old Atlanta phenom Playboi 
Carti in Minneapolis. By December, he 
was hosting shows in St. Paul for Father, 
another Atlanta powerhouse. It all seemed 
lightning-fast, but in reality, this was the 
breakout GainesFM has been pushing for 
since 2009. 

2013 was supposed to be the year he 
went from bedroom track-cutter to national 
name. That’s when GainesFM, then 23, 
collaborated on a single with eventual 
superstar Chance the Rapper. The song, 
“We Are,” shows a much more l 5 n:*ically 
driven GainesFM cutting an earnest, opti¬ 
mistic verse. 

But it didn’t quite work out, and

GainesFM didn’t find the exposure he 
was gunning for. The fruitless half-decade 
of hustle seethed in him, developing into a 
huge chip on his shoulder. WhenReanzma- 
tion came along, he was ready to dispense 
with pretense and commit to his dark, 
vindictive nature. 

On Reanimation, GainesFM released his 
tension on songs like “Negative Energy” 
and “Zombie” — high-energy dismissals 
that pushed his me-against-all-these- 
motherfuckers mentality into mantra- 
driven bangers. Smile goes even darker, 
with GainesFM receding deeper into his 
disdain. 

“The darkness has always been a part of 
the music I’ve done in some way,” he says 
ahead of the EP’s release party Sunday at 
the 7th St. Entry. “It’s just natural for me.” 

Darkness is what drew photographer/ 
director Robert Henry to GainesFM. 
Henry acts as the in-house aesthetician 
for GainesFM’s Freeminds Entertainment 
production company, and he frequently 
employs grainy, arthouse film to capture 
the brooding, volatile energy he senses. 


When Henry was searching for an image 
to encapsulate GainesFM’s artistic growth 
on Smile, he knew showing his partner 
with abusted-up grill and an undeterred 
twinkle would say just as much as the 
music. 

“Knowing all the shit he’s been through 
to get to where he’s at, I see it as a perfect 
representation,” Henry says. “This kid’s 
been beat up and kicked to the curb a bil¬ 
lion times, and he’s still out here making 
music.” 

GainesFM grew up as the mixed-race 
son of a drug addict. He was raised in a 
negative environment, so negativity became 
his default language. 

“At this point in my life, you name it. I’ve 
been through it,” GainesFM says. “I’ve had 
to deal with my stepmom almost dying. 
I’ve had to deal with a nearly successful 
suicide attempt from my actual mother 
where, if I didn’t kick in the bathroom 
door, she’d be dead. My best friend Jake 
[died] shortly after I started Freeminds. 
But with this album. I’m moving away from 
bitching about my problems. I wanna focus 
on finding happiness. Or trying, anyway.” 

Beyond the sheer irony of making an 
antipathic record named Smile, that idea 
of determination is key to the subtext of 
GainesFM’s message. It’s not merely about 
smiling through pain or for smiling’s own 
sake — it’s also about smiling in the face 
of your doubters. 

“The music game is ugly,” GainesFM says 
with a sneer. “It’s easy to feel underappre¬ 
ciated or under-acknowledged. I’ve been 
doing this a long-ass time. I’ve worked my 
ass off and put so much into this that I don’t 
care who says what about me anymore.” 

Having a chip on your shoulder is prac¬ 
tically a birthright in the flyover states, 
especially for hungry artists. That’s why 
Smile is led by “MN Lit,” a crowd-pleasing 
anthem where GainesFM and perennial 
homie Finding Novyon assert their home 
state with the ferocious repetition of “Min¬ 
nesota, bitch!” 

“TIIIIIIIIIIP actually had a lot of influ¬ 
ence on that song,” GainesFM says, refer¬ 
ring to the ubiquitous local DJ who speaks 
on the opening of the track. “We were at 
a B.o.B. concert, and we were standing at 
the bar, and he did some ATL chant, and 
we were like, ‘We need something like 
this for Minnesota.’” 

By shitting on the competition as a means 
of putting on Minnesota, “MN Lit” hits 
on a major theme of Smile. Throughout 
the record, GainesFM uses negativity as a 
back door for achieving positivity; he con-

stantly defines himself against the trifling 
of other rappers. Through these callouts, 
he builds himself up to the point where 
he can achieve in spite of — and in turn 
because of — the obstacles he overcame. 

That sentiment crystallizes in the chorus 
of “Love Me 4 Me,” a sagely and resolute 
whir of, “I love me for me, I love me for 
me / So should you /1 made you believe, 
I made you believe / Now I’m free.”

The Lumineers arrived in abig way in 2012 
on the strength of “Ho Hey,” an interna¬ 
tional hit fueled by stomps and shouts out 
of the folk revival era, a catchy chorus, and 
Mumford-esque pop streaks. But on last 
April’s Cleopatra, the Denver trio tread more 
carefully between Americana roots and 
stadium aspirations. “Sleep on the Floor,”

Smile that lifts the caustic veil and lets 
listeners in on an unspoken truth in the 
hip-hop industry: The haters called out on 
the track are fictions. Self-determinism is 
difficult, so rappers like GainesFM invent 
a villain, projecting their own insecurities 
into an external force to rally against. 

Seven years of relative obscurity made 
GainesFM his own biggest skeptic.

Ton gotta love 
yourself,”’ he says. “I gotta tell myself that, 
too. Me singing it and repeating it, it sinks 
in. I’m not gonna put myself down anymore. 
I’m gonna be free from self-judgment.” 03

Tennessee rapper Isaiah Rashad initially 
rose to fame as the Southern newcomer to 
Top Dawg Entertainment, the label that 
already boasted signees Kendrick Lamar, 
Schoolboy Q, Ah-Soul, and Jay Rock. Fast- 
forward three years from his 2014 debut 
EP, and Rashad undeniably has solidified an 
individual identity. It hasn’t been an entirely 
smooth journey: He’s batded alcoholism and 
an addiction to Xanax, both of which got 
out of control shortly after he first started 
experiencing rap fame. Fortunately, he’s 
transitioned to a healthier headspace and 
his music is more clear-eyed because of it. 
Rashad’s long-awaited full-length debut, 
last September’s The Sun’s Tirade, is every 
bit as good as his EP, with warm produc¬ 
tion flourishes and genuine soulfulness 
reminiscent of early Kanye.

The premise of the Devil Makes Three’s 
latest album is right in the title: Redemption 
Earn. A variation on the classic Saturday 
rdght/Sundaymorning country conundruni, 
RStR dives into an impressive collection 
of covers. TDM3 has long dabbled in a 
punk-seasoned blend of country, blues, 
bluegrass, and Appalachian folk. The core 
trio, a quirky two guitars and an upright 
bass combo, recruited a stellar crew to 
flesh out these nuggets.

Trombonist and Minnesota native JC 
Sanford spent the last couple of decades 
elsewhere, chiefly New York. That’s where 
he earned accolades as a conductor and 
arranger for cutting-edge jazz ensembles, 
working with the likes of John Hollenbeck, 
Joel Harrison, and Ravi Coltrane. His com¬ 
positions have been covered by a wide range 
of jazz artists, including his own quartet, 
JC4, which released Can You Believe It? last 
month.

Business 

Is ear sex really a thing? 


A bout a year ago, I waspretending 
to read my boyfriend’s mind and 
jokingly said, ‘'You want to put it 
in my ear.” Since then, I have seen 
references to ear sex (aural sex?) everywhere! 
There’s even a holiday (“Take It in the Ear 
Day” on December 8), and I was reading a 
bookjust now in which the author mentions 
how much she hates getting come in her ear.

AN UNDERSTANDING REQUESTED 
ABOUT LISTENERS 


Ear sex is a thing. But we need to distinguish 
between auralism and an ear fetish. People 
into auralism are sexually aroused by 
sounds—it could be a voice or music or sex 
noises. (Sex noises can arouse almost anyone 
who hears them, of course, so technically 
we’re all auralists.) An ear fetish, on the 
other hand, is a kind of partialism, i.e., a 
sexual interest in one part of the body (often 
parts not t 5 ^ically found in pants).
